MUNROE'S DOCTRINE, 


And How He Enforced it for 
Awhile, 


Until the Minions of the Law Laid Hands 
‘Upon Him. 


His Arrest With Loads of Swag in His 
Possession. 


Extraordinary Career of a Patuter-Burglar and 
His Confederate—Stealing Jewelry, Money, 
Trinkets and Confederate 
Seript. 


In Saturday's issue of Tun Times was 
given a report of the arrest of Dan Munroe, 
a painter and decorator of this city, on the 
charge of burglary. His room being 
searched, after his arrest, dozens of articles 
of jewelry, wearing apparel, pistols, cigar- 
holders, unmounted stones of value, Con- 
federate money, pearls, embroidered articles 
and much more property was found, 

Constable Smith and Deputy Alexander 
had been on a still-hunt for a long time for 
the perpetrators of numerous burglaries 
committed of late, and the first result of 
their endeavors was as above stated. 

On Saturday morning the room in the 
rear of Judge Austin’s Court looked like a 
second-hand jewelry shop. All the articles 
recovered were distributed throughout the 
room, and many of those whose houses have 
been burglarized lately called to see if any 
of their vamabies were among the collec- 
tion. 

Mr. A. A. Atwell was the first to identity 
property of his. A verv handsome pair of 
embroidered suspenders, with the initial 
„A.“ worked on them, was the first to 
attract his attention. Two pearls, a dia- 
mond stud, two rings, a white, wood cigar- 
holder and other articles were also claimed 
by Mr, Atwood, which, with other articles, 
py stolen from his room about four weeks 


“WW. J. Brodrick also identified property 
stolen from his house, among the number of 
articles being a handsome lambrequin, a 
searf-pin, three rings, bangle, fans dia- 
mond crescent and other small articles of 
jewelry.

Said Yesterday. 


“The Beloved Disciple The Image 


of God“ Jacob's Wrestling.” 


“Behold What Manner of Love the 
Father Has Bestowed.” 


„The Head and the Heart, but the Heart the 
Safer Interpreter of Religious Trath”—A 
Large Attendance at the Varios 
Churches Yesterday. 


Rev. W. C. Merrill, of Sacramento, 
preached from the following subject: “The 
head and the heart; the Church the friend 
of education, but the heart the safer inter- 
preter of religious truth.“ 

The domain of theory isa field of tnex- 
haustible research, and varies according to 
the peculiarities of the age, the educational 
status of the schoois and the temper of the 
people upon whose faith or credulity the 
theoretical parasites expect to thrive. 


Among a speculative people an almost 
unlimited revenue of theory may be real- 
ized from a merely nominal investment of 
fact. True knowledge has mires of untold 
wealth; but in the realm ef speculative 
science there are more “saltsd mines“ (a 
‘few specimens of imported fact to a whole 
mountain of barren earth), tkan ever 
checkered the history of the gold fields of 
California or the diamond beds of Brazil. 
Notice of the slightest departure from the 
solid ground of practical knowledge based 
on experiment and experience is the signal 
for letting loose upon the world of letters 
a whole horde of theoretical guerrillas, 
whose so-called free lance is barbed with 
poisoned steel; whose cry is loyalty to him 
who dares the most and ventures farthest. 

But all things, fortunately, are under the 
control of immutable laws, and in due time 
some Kant in philosophy or Luther in re- 
ligion turns over the stone and lets in the 
light of day, and then the whole 2 = 
squirming, wriggling theorists scu 
to new hi hiding pla a — find shelter 
some other rock of defense, The true poo 
naut—the man who sets out in search of un- 
known lands with surest promise of succes3 
—is not the man who has lost all faith in 
human-kind, who has learned to hate his 
native soil and has cast off from her roek- 
ribbed shores and spread his sails iu con- 
tempt of all he leaves behind. No! 
true discoverer is he, who in the assertion of 
a noble manhood and a 5 pride in the in- 
tegrity of his race, proclaim his confidence 
in the known and his faith that out of the 
ocean of the as yet unknown new conti- 
nents will emerge, whose discovery will be- 
come a crown of honor to him who first 
kneels to take possession of their soil. And 
who will not see that the discovery of a new 
world is but proof raat 3 of the progress 
of the intelligence o the old 

It is the misfortune of the scholarship of 
the world that it becomes intoxicated with 
the idea of its own greatness: exults in the 
grandeur of its high position and refuses to 
recognize the homely, weather-beaten track 
up which it has climbed to its high renown. 

The real secret of the Psalmist’s power is 
that he looked down the steep declivity of 
a life so full of frightful dangers and 
miraculous escapes, and his glad, exhultant 
wed was: “The angel of the Lord encamp- 
eth round about them that fear Him and de- 
livereth them. O, taste and see that the 
Lord is good!“ Aud this 2 pervading 
His words of song and praise, have been in- 
corporated, into the devotions of the whole 
Christian world, becoming dear and sacred 
to nearly half of the human race. In that 
most beautiful twenty-fourth Psalm, when 
— would describe him who shall best know 

God, he asks: Who shall ascend into the 
hill of the Lord? and who shall stand in His 
holy place?” The answer comes from the 
clear depths of a heart trained in the school 
ofexperience: “He that hath clean hands 
and a pure heart, who hath not lifted up his 
soul into vanity nor sworn 1 Be 
shall receive the blessing of the Lo 
from the God or his 
tion 
At the present time there is much talk 
about “reasonable faith, ” inferring that the 
burden of the world is “unreasonable faith,” 
and it is the misfortune of the hour that 
there are vet but few men with sufficient 
hilosophical training to draw a legitimate 
nference trom such talk. Every step that 
reason takes is a step toward clearing away 
the mystery of spiritual truth; and yet, 
while I would urge that in many cases the 
heart is a surer guide than the head in mat- 
ters of religion, it is not the province of the 
church to decry learning. Nor has such 
been the case. The charge of ignorance, 
applied so often to the church, is falsity it- 
self. There is no profession on earth today 
which demands as thorough training. 
There is no class of men on — 
who are put so constantly to intel- 
lectual tests as the man who must 
enter a pulpit one hundred and four times 
in the year, with finished literary pro- 
ductions, subject to criticism by the mem- 
bers of all professions combined, with the 
expectations that he will minister to the 
wants of all and show himself familiar with 
the thought with which they all are con- 
versant. 

It is often stated that religion appeals to 
the ignorance or credulity of mankind, and, 
in support of such a charge, arguments have 
been advanced that are really an insult to 
the intelligence of the present age. In these 
days of cheap literature it is im ible to 
drown intelligence in such shallow pools, 
Copernicus, the immortal founder of the 

resent sy stem of astronomy, Was a canon 
fh the Catholic Church, and Ptolemy, 
called in history the prince of astronomers, 
held that the sun revolved around the 
just as the Bible and we today speak of the 
rising and setting of the sun.

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 


Rev. J. W. Chichester on “The Be- 
loved Disciple.“ 

A large congregation was present in the 
First Presbyterian Church yesterday morn- 
ing to welcome Rev. Mr. Chichester upon 
his return. The subject was The Beloved 
Disciple,’ John xxi, 20. The disciple 
which Jesus loved—which also leaned on 
His breast at supper.“ 

To most people John is a positive enigma— 
looking out of great, dreamy eyes, speaking 
deep, unsearchable words and living entirely 
apart from ordinary mortals in a region of 
dim and solemn mystery. But when we ex- 
amine more closely into John’s cnaracter we 
find that he was a man of like passions with 
ourselves—only with those passions unus- 
ually purified and exalted by Divine grace. 
For in calling him to be His follower and in 
making him an organ of His spirit, our Lord 
did not in any sense destroy his individual- 
ity as a man, but used it rather as a living, 
throbbing vehicle for the furtherance of His 
divine ends. The sum and substance of 
John’s character is perhaps contained in 
this one single fact that he mentions in 
one text, viz., that he was “the disciple 
whom Jesus loved.” This is how he speaks 
of himself some five different times, and be- 
cause no esther evangelist has given him this 
title he has been accused of presumption 
and egotism in thus singling himself out as 
Christ’s special favorite. So far, however, 
from eyincing pride, it only revealed his 
simplicity and transparency and complete 
self-forgetfulness—for knowing it to be a 
fact that Jesus loved him in a very special 
manner he does not hesitate to say it—not 
meaning thereby to claim any superiority 
over his brethren, but 1 it as the 
wonder of his life that Jesus should love 
him at all. 

1. One of John’s loveable traits was his 
spiritual receptivity. He was a man who 
drank in every syllable that fell from his 
Master’s lips—ready like Gideon’s fleece to 


be saturated through and through with the 
I dew, and to absorb it into every 
pore of his being. 


‘Lhe other disciples were more critical and 
dilatory in their acceptance of the truth. 
When Christ foretold His passion, Peter 
remonstrated with Him, and when He up- 
held Mary for annointing Him, Judas was 
angered,and when He spoke ot going to pre- 

heavenly mansions, Thomas ex pressed 

oubt, saying we know not whither Thou 

t:“ and when He pointed to Himself as 

manifestation of the Father, Philip said 

he woula not be satisfied unless he could 
see the Father. 

But we look in vain for any instance 
when John ever made such demands of his 
Lord, or evinced any opposition to Him, or 
expressed any doubt of His teaching, or re- 
quired any other evidence for its truth than 
his Lord’s simple word. 

2. But besides John’s ring a he was 
meditative: he not onty took in his Master’s 
teaching, but he carefully thought out its 
meaning. 

Peter was an incessant talker, ready on 
every occasion with some remark or sup 
sition. But John during his Lord’s life 
talked scarcely any at all. So little, indeed, 
did he — that we have only one or two 
recorded sayings of his in the entire Gospel 
history. However, he more than made up 
for this silence by his deep, continuous, 
far-reaching meditation, eagerly drinking 
in his Master’s words, and by the exer- 
cise of holy thought, converting them into 
food for his spiritual sustenance. And, this 
is the great lack of our modern religious 
life, its impatience ot deep and persistent 
meditation and its seeming incapacity for 
that inward calmness and composure of 
heart and mind that is so absolutely neces- 
sary for close and continuous communion 
with Christ. This is why our Christian ex- 

rience is so often shallow and superficial. 

ligion tends to be too wide spread, touch- 
ing many subjects and reaching out 
after too many duties. In a word there are 


too much of Peter in the average Christian 


life and too little of John. 

That is, there is too much bustle and talk, 
too much religious rhetoric and sensational 
display: too much dependence on machinery; 


too much faith in doing, and too much look- 


ing to the outward and the visible. 

„ Another of John’s characteristics 
is his child-like simplicity. There is noth- 
ing stilled nor affected nor artificial about 
him. He has no more thoughts of self than 
the unconscious child has of the grace of 
its movements, or than Moses had when he 
“wist not that the skin of his face shone.” 
This unaffected and unconscious simplicity 
characterized everything that John said, as 
well as everything he did, for whilst his 
thoughts are some of them fathomlessly 
deep, they are always clear as crystal and 
unclouded as the sunlit sky,reminding one of 


that lovely Lake Tahoe, in the high Sierras, 


whose waters are of such wonderful 
trans ney that in rowing across them 
you almost seem to be floating in mid air, 
and looking over the side of your boats and 
down through the liquid crystal, you feel 
sure that vou can touch the great 
boulders or the strips of silver 
sand that shine up with soft but dazzling 
distinctness from the floor of the lake, be- 
ing utterly amazed when you are told that 
the floor, which seems so near, is sixty toa 
hundred feet deep. 

And thus it is with the deep thought that 
shines up 1 the translucent, sunlit 
language of this beloved disciple. For he 
never clouds his meaning under any meta- 
physical mysteries. Indeed, he does not even 
undertake to reason; he simply shows,“ 
‘testifies,’ bears witness” and ‘declares 
what he has seen and heard.“ 

And, simple as his language thus is, it yet 
answers the requirements of tlie profound- 
est thought, setting forth the sublimest 
truths without any apparent effort or with- 
out the slightest striving after effect. 

4. But no analysis of John's char- 
acter would be complete that did not em- 
phasize its force and intensity. The popular 
notion seems to be that the soft, yielding 
elements predominated in John. Because he 
speaks so much of love, he is — 
conceived of a tiw id, shrinking nature, wit 
* little nerve or stamina about him. 

It is thus that Da Vinci represents him in 
his great painting of the Last Supper, whieh 
some of you have seen at Milan, giving him 
a softness and delicacy of expression that is 
excessively feminine. This, however, is a 
strange misconception of John’s character. 
For whilst he was indeed as loving asa 
woman and as gentle as a child, he at the 
same time carried in his bosom the germ 
of wonderous strength, the volume and 
force of his character being in every way as 
remarkable as its 

It was John whom Christ designated “a 
It was Jobn who forbade 


to call down fire from 
‘heaven on the Samaritan village. It was 


‘John who followed Christ into the high 


priests’ courtyard, when all the other dis- 
ciples had forsaken Him. It was John who 
stood with the Galilean women near the 
cross at the time of His crucifixion; and it 
was John who, in his epistle, rebuked the 
self-seeking Diotrephes, and in doing so, 
evinceda firmness and determination to 
punish error, that -is far removed from 
either weakness or timidity. Indeed. John 
spoke some of the most awful words that 
evil ever had launched against it. For 

ntle and benevolent as he was, he was 
full of the grand intolerance of love 
utterly incapable of any sort of truce or com-

Away up among 
the mountains where I had been recently 
resting, I found one day an extinct volcano, 
whose summit is a verdurous cup-like 
hollow, so that where once burned only 
fierce, consuming heat, there now lies a 
still, clear pool of water, looking up like a 
glistening eye to the glistening heavens; 
and as 1 looked upon it I saw a most apt 
illustration of the transformation that 
Divine grace produces in a character 
like John’s. For originally he was 
terribly volcanic in his nature and liable to 
fiery outbursts of sion. But now, 
through his Master’s influence, he stands 
forth in his old age in calm grandeur of 
character and depth and largeness of sou), 
with all the gentlenesses and graces of 
Christ adorning him—a man whom we 
think of as possessing a face so noble that 
kings might do him homage, and so sweet 
that little children would come to him for 
his blessing. His life was preéminently 
distinguished for the visions of glory 
vouchsafed him—visions which were the 
means of sundering the coras that bound 
him to earth and of setting his affections 
on things above. He was ever in the spirit 
on the Lord's day,” and in an attitude of 
constant waiting for the Lord's appearing, 
and whether we find him in Jerusalem, or 
Antioch, or Ephesus, or Patmos his conver- 
sation was in heaven.

There is music in this harp, behold, if 
one was only gifted with skill to touch 
aright its heaven-attuned strings—music of 
divinest sweetness, which no angel lyre of 
gold can possibly equal. In its enchanting 
strains there is far less of earth than 
heaven, yet only those who are earth-born 
may ever know their beauty. Heaven- 
born seraphs can never know the depths of 
love whereof these are born—can never 
sing the songs by redeemin 2 inspired. 
Only the ransomed by the blood are equal 
to} this. They are qualified. Then wake 
harp of the redeemed, to our touch awake | 
Rude and imperfect though it be, the 
wonderous charm reveal, till all within us 
melts to purest, holiest love. 

In all the rng ecstacy of his seraphic 
soul John, “the beloved,” here exclaims of 
the amazing manner of love given to us by 
the Father, God. Be this our present 
theme.

“the Son of His love“ for the 
redeemed, life and blood their 
stupendous ransom. Love presided 


over the all-marvelous gift. Next we be- 
hold it in all the overwhelming intensity of 
self-despoiling love.

Seeing I am a poor man and lightly 
esteemed!’ Yet are ve, beloved, face 
to face with the infinitely more amazing 
fact: “Called the children of God.“ Love 
would have it so, and the grace is ours. 
Mark ye, now, what itinvolves. First of 
all, provision—being provided for by a kind 
and loving Father. Next, protection—even 
under the Almighty wing. It further in- 
volves right of access—to Him may we 
freely come, with none and nothing the 
right to dispute, at all times and under all 
circumstances. In every time of need, 
whether it be of joy or sorrow, of pain or 
pleasure, of prosperity or of trouble, the 
right is ours and not to be questioned. 
Home. also—Jehovah Himself our habita- 
tion, our unperial home! Then comes cul- 
ture—educated by infinite wisdom, and in 
all things needful for this life and for the 
life tocome. Subjection is also involved— 
to be in blessed subjection to His authority ; 
to His right in us and all our accumulations; 
to His pleasure in all our ways and enjoy- 
ments. With all these, heirship—“If chil- 
dren, then heirs: heirs of God and joint 
heirs with Jesus Christ.“ Oh, my precious 
brethren, fathers, all! how are ye honored 
in all this! Could harps of gold, in hands 
of cherubim or seraphim, music so sweet or 
so enrapturing discourse? How royally 
sweeps the scale!—from childrenhood to 
fatherhood. 

2. To a yet sublimer strain sounds the 
matchless lyre—swells the enchanting tones 
to the amazing “manner of love” which 
“the Father has given to us.“ It is this that 
seems to have filled with adoring wonder 
our illustrious harper’s mind and soul. Can 
we follow Him? Soars our theme toa giddy 
height! Let us honor ourselves even in 
the attempt to rise with it. God's manner 
of love in constituting us His children; and 
here, first of all; He loved us unto the ado 
tion of us, in Christ Jesus, His Son. In 
that magnificent proem to the Ephesian 
letter, the inspired apostle and author 
advances us step by step along the majestic 
way of wonders of grace to this sublime 
point: ‘Having predestined us unto the 
adoption of sons by Jesus Christ to Himself, 
according to the pone pleasure of His will, 
to the praise of the glory of His grace, 
which He freely bestowed on us in the 
Beloved.” This defies comment. It baffles 
analogy, reason—all, simple faith excepted. 
Constituted children of God by severeign 
and eternal destination, and all in Christ 
Jesus, the Beloved. 

From the Ephesians to the Komans pass. 
The same author and inspiration attends 
us, opens before us the same majestic road, 
From the summit triumphant grace invites 
us.

Edward Thornton on The 
Image of God.“ 

Rev. Edward Thornton preached at the 
Fort-street M. E. Church, chosing his text 
from Genesis 1:27. | 

We invite attention to the phrase, Image 
of God,“ and inquire what it means. 

It is a trite remark that everything can be 
proved by Scripture, and indeed all denomi- 
nations and sects in all ages have, to their 
own satisfaction, proved their dogmas by 
the Bible. 

The profound thinker, who“ proves all 
— and “holds fast that which is 
good.“ does not find any serious difficulty in 
reconciling the text that to the superficial 
thinker seem inconsistent and _ contra- 
dictory. 

We have a class of passages that very 
clearly state that the image of God has been 
lost, and another class that just as lueidl 
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declare that the image of God is still“ 


retained by man. : 

The doctor then entered into an exposi- 
tion of iv :23-24, Col. iii: 9-10. 1 Cor. 
xi :7, Gen. ix:6, and James iii:9. 

On account of these apparently contra- 
dictory statements the early Christian 
fathers were censured, and ‘Theodore 
frankly confesses that he could not tell 
exactly in what the image of God consisted. 

Ancient writers, as well as modern theo- 
logians, are divided about the meaning of 
this phrase. Some agree with Philo in 
thinking that what is meant is the rational 
soul, Others find this image in the domin- 
ion of man over the inferior animals, 
grounding their belief on Gen. i: 26, which 
the Doctor quoted and explained accordin | 
to both these theories. This image stil 
exists in man. 

Perhaps the most popular view at present 
is that which makes the image to consist in 
the moral perfections which we lost by the 
fall. There is, however, still another class 
of modern theologians who divide the image 
of Giod into physical and moral, or essential 
and accidental, the latter now lost, or exist- 
ing in far less degree than in Adam. 

Ve * however, reconcile all these dif- 
ferent opinions by this simple statement 
the phrase “Image of God“ does not always 
mean the same thing. Sometimes certain 
powers are referred to which have been lost. 
and at other times powers which are still 
retained by the human race. 

God made man in the image of His spir- 
ituali In his conclusion on spirituality 
he said: The intellect, that wonderful 
power whereby we make perceptions of the 
external and internal phenomena connected 
with our existence; the judgment, by which 
we compare concept with concept and form 
opinion; the memory, which stores away 
and recalls with vividness and beauty the 
objects of past conception; imagination, 
which sweeps through all the possibilities 
of the future—all these resemble and reflect 
divinity and indicate our celestial origin. 

The world is full of spiritual agency. The 
dead—oh, where are they? Not shut up in 
the cold and narrow house, but moving in 
beauty through the avenues of usefulness, 
love and glory. We cannot see their bright 
faces, beaming with the glory tf God; we 
cannot hear their sweet voices, rich with 
the melody of heaven; but often we are 
conscious that there are angels hovering 
round.“ 

If our vision could be anointed like the 
prophets of old, we could see the chariots 
of the Lord, and the tongues of flame. But 
above all we may have communion with the 
Father of Spirits.“ whose ear is ever open 
to our cry. Trials may come. The rosy 
hue of health may fade from the cheek, and 
the body be racked with pain; fortune may 
smile no more and our treasures take wings 
and fly away, the tenderest friendshi 
may be severed and the fondest hopes 
buried, but no changes can attend Jeho- 
vah’s love.“ 

He pardons our sins, regenerates our na- 
tures and leads us into all truth. The soul 
cries, ‘‘Abba, Father.“

Quality and Price of American 
Wheat—India’s Immense Product. 


Mr. J. R. Dodge, the statistician of 
the t of Agriculture, in an 
article on the product and priee of 
wheat, in the po ae crop report, 
states that the official record of imports 
of wheat into the United Kingdom for 
the first half of the present year shows 
a large increase in the proportion fur- 
nished by the United States, 68 per 
cent. against 54 per cent. in the first 
and 1885. Counting 
flour as wheat, the proportion is 73.5 
per cent., against 60.8 in a similar 

od of 1886 and 60.6 in 1885. There 
s a great reduction in receipts from 
Russia, a decrease from India of 20 per 
cent., as compared with the first half 
of last year, and a decrease from Aus- 
tralia. The value of wheat from this 
country is 8 cents more per bushel than 
from India, and 5 cents more than Rus- 
sian wheat. It is higher than that of 
any non-European country, and yet the 
83 furnished is twice as much as 
t supplied by other countries. This 
is a satisfactory test of the comparative 
quality of our wheat, especially as the 
rice averaged 5 cents higher than 
ora similar period last year. While 
India is the principal competitor of the 
United States in the world’s markets, 
her importance as a competitor is 
atly overrated. The occurrence of 
‘famine year’’ would reduce to zero her 
exports. A 10 per cent. surplus that 
cannot be depended on in a crop half 
as large as ours cannot take the place 
of our surplus, which is more than half 
as. large as the India crop. South 
America has greater possibilities as a 
competitor, though its area in wheat is 
small as yet. The present indications 
point to a more than or European 
crop. The Russian and Austrian 
crops especially are of fine promise. 
n Ger- 
many, France and are 
— kavorable. The Indian crop, 
arvested a few months ago, will be 
20,000, 000 bushels less than the preced 
ing, say 238,000,000 bushels. Austra- 
lasia will produce probably 15,000,000 
bushels more than in 1885-6, or 37,000,- 
000 bushels. The product of the world 
promises to be quite as much as for 
each of the two preceding harvests. 
Present indications do net promise 
material increase in prices they cer- 
tainly do not demand lower prices. 

He says that the product of the vast 
army of labor in India is nearly all 
consumed athome. For the past six 
years the exports of all kinds of mer- 
chandise from that country have aver- 
me only $1.21 for each inhabitant 
while the exports from the United 
States have been $15.59 for each inhab- 
itant. The agricultural production of 
India is about $8 a year per capita, 
while that of the United States is more 
than $70 a year per capita. The de- 
posits in savings banks alone of the 
single State of New Hampshire are 
three times as great as the deposits in 
all the banks of India taken together.

Value of Advert 
Hartford Courant.] 

Advertisements are a very important 
part of the newspaper, and in some 
respects the most interesting part. In 
turning over the old files of the Courant, 
in the last century, the very life of the 
times is found in the advertising 
columns, the wants, the discoveries, 
the inventions, the dress, amusements, 
manners, habits of the people. A real 
history of the people of the United 
States could not be written without 
the advertisements in the old files of 
the Courant and its revolutionary con- 
temporaries—most of which, alas, died 
the early death of the pioneers. 

And it is true today that the adver- 
tisements are not only chronicling the 
life that now is, but that they are be- 
coming more and more of public inter- 
est ey are the people’s easy method 
of communicating with each other, 
bringing the buyer and the seller to- 
gether and making acquainted those 
who have any wants or anything to ex- 
change. In some of the little German 
newspapers published in highly civil- 
ized ani intelligent communities, 
the wants and exchange columns 
are prefect epitomes of hu- 
man life, the very life-blood 
of business and trade in small 
things. We do not begin to use the 
newspapers as we might do in the 
details of daily wants. If a man has 
anything to sell, from a library or steam 
engine to a violin or dress coat, a sim- 
ag? line in a newspaper makes it known 

thousands of people at a trifling ex- 
pense. If he were to print a circular 
and mail it, the cost would be consid- 
erable, and he would not reach a 


quarter of the ordinary newspaper 


audience. Beside the circular is often 
considered a pushing impertinence, 
while the newspaper announcement 
coming unobserved along with the 
morning news, brings information 
which is taken without protest as a 
matter of course. 

Important as the advertisements are 
all advertisers have not yet learned 
how to use them. They should be 
every day fresh, readable, entertaining, 
and with skill they can be almost as 
readable as any part of the paper. The 
advertiser need not necessarily be 
jocose or attempt any thin deceptions 
to beguile the unwary reader, but 
he can make announce- 
ment attractive and at the same 
time perfectly sensible and straightfor- 
ward. We may almost call advertising 
a science, and people are successful in 
it according to their skill in addressing 


the public. We believe that the de- 


- velopment of the newspaper advertise- 


ment has only just begun. We look to 
see it more and more important. As 
the modern newspaper is the cheapest 
roduct of an inventive age, consider- 
ng its contents, so the advertisement 
in it is the cheapest, far away the 
cheapest method yei discovered in 
business intercourse.

Fish from the Gulf of Mexico. 
New Orieaus Times-Democrat.] 

There have been from all along the 
gulf coast this year the most favorable 
reports as to the fishing. The catch 
has been everywhere phenomenally fine, 
and whether Spanish mackerel, redfish, 
redsnapper or silver fish, the returns 
have been good—better by long odds 
than for any previous season. Shen 
the Bonnet Carre crevasse was closed 
several years ago one of the arguments 
in its favor was that its closing would 
improve the fishing along the Missis- 
sippi coast, the fresh water from the 
river having had a very injurious effect 
in driving off the salt water fish and 
ruining the oyster-beds. In one respect 
it did have all that was expected of it. 
The oyster-beds along the coast have 
revived, the oysters improved in size, 
flavor and quality, and oyster packing 
and shipping have become an important 
industry. It has latterly been found 
that the gulf mullet, which have hither- 
to been despised and used only for bait 
make a very good brand of salt fish, 
and it is probable that other varieties 
of the finny tribe in the gulf, now over- 
looked, can be utilized profitably. 


Value of Newspapers.

There is nothing speculative in well- 
established newspaper property. A 
newspaper is hard to build up, but it is 
proportionately difficult to pull down. 
It is an aggregation of atoms, and its 
segregation, under the most favorable 
circumstances, takes years and years. 
The fact that it depends on thousands 
of customers for success is its pro- 
tection. Notwo groups of men think 
alike, and what displeases one set 
pleases another. ven imprudent 
management cannot seriously injure a 
paper, so long as it does{not tread upon 
the toes of too many of its readers at 
the same time. Where it loses in one 
direction it gains in another. There is, 
indeed, only one way in which a news- 
paper can effectually destroy itself, and 
that is by disappointing and continu- 
ing to disappoint the general e ta- 
tions of its readers asa whole. These 
readers expect the newspaper to keep 
within certain lines. and the news- 
paper that deliberately goes outside 
and camps there will starve to death as 
soon as its readers have found a news- 
paper that suits them.

Co. in New Yérk disposes of another 
of those Nupoleons of finance“ whose 
daring operations dazzle the street, re- 
tard legitimate business, and ulti- 
mately wreck a number of people’s 
fortunes. The Boston Journal con- 
siders that the cheers which went up in 
the Stock Exchange when the 
failure was announced were an ex- 
pression, not of ill will toward the 
suspended firm, but of relief that a 
load of anxiety and uncertainty had 
been lifted from the market. There 
has been a good deal of this pyro- 
technic financiering of late. Ferdi- 
nand Ward was a conspicuous illustra- 
tion of it. IIarper, of Cincinnati, who 
engineered the wheat deal with the 
funds of the Fidelity Bank, is another. 
Ives is another. We could point to 
examples on the Pacific Coast, Ward 
is paying the penalty of the crimes 
which were incident to his operations, 
and Harper is in jail. As to Mr. Ives, 
there is no evidence that there has 
been anything in his proceeding of 
which the law will take cognizance, 
though suggestions of that kind of 
thing have been made. There is a 
similiarity in the three cases in this re- 
spect, that the operators were all 
young men, that dash and recklessness 
took the place of capital and experi- 
ence in their operations, and that they 
encountered no difficulty in getting all 
the credit they wanted. So long as 
thev kept afloat they were objects of 
admiration; when they went under, 
there were few mourners outside the 
immediate circle of sufferers. If this is 
Napoleonic finance, the less the country 
has of it the better. It is essen- 
tially grasping and reckless. It does 
not stimulate industry, nor add a dol- 
lar of actual value to any interest. It 
is Only a species of wild gambling for 
high stakes, the immediate effect of 
which is disturbance and the ultimate 
effect is disaster. The wheat deal in 
San Francisco and the land gambling 
in various parts of the State are of 
this Napoleonic financiering. There 
is danger in it. The slower processes 
of legitimate money-making are the 
only really sound processes to be re- 
sorted to as the permanent practice 
by men who would jealously guard 
their business integrity and standing. 


Tu San Francisco Post and the Oak- 
land Enqyirer want the new cruiser,

The crowd broke down the jail door 
with sledge hammer and axes. e locks 
of the steel cage were cut from the fasten- 
ings, and the prisoner was taken out to a 
tel h pole, and a rope was swung from 
a crossbar and tied around his neck. White 
was given five minutes for confession and 
prayer. He did not deny his guilt. He 
was then hauled up and left swinging. 
Just as the party was leaving, Sheriff 
Connolly, who had been awakened by his 
brother, arrived with a posse, but it was too 
small to cope with the masked party, who 
at once dispersed, after having held on long 
enough to permit White to die.

ABOUT GEESE. 


Money in Raising the Homely Fowls 
for the Market. 

There seems to be a general 
9 writes Mrs. W. W. Stevens, 
— nd., to — 
0 icago, in regar goose farming 
all through the country. We receive 
80 many inquiries about the manage- 
ment and profits of geese, that we take 
this method of answering a few of 
them. In tl:e first place, geese can be 
made more profitable on a farm where 
there is a supply of water than per- 
haps any other fowls. They are strictly 
a farmer’s fowl, uiring, as they do, 
arge grass range. The ease with which 
the farmer can draw surplus products 
to market is quite an itemin their 
favor. 

A great many short-sighted farmers 
tell us that geese eat so much grass and 
make so much noise that it does not 
pay to keep them. It is true they eat 
ass and quite a quantity of it, but 
hat is about all they need for ten 
months’ in the year, and we speak ad- 
visedly when we assert that they do 
not harm the roots of the grass any 
more than any animal that grazes. 
The reason they are accused of eating 
both grass and roots is they are driven 
to it by starvation. Give them a fair 
acreage tofeed upon and there is no 
harm done. 
Gosling’s are no harder to rear than 
chickens; are not subject to gape or 
lice. The breeding geese are very long- 
lived and can be kept profitably for

There.are now about twenty vessels 
engaged in codfishing. The principal 
fishing grounds are off Fox and Shu- 
magin Islands. In this vicinity there 
are a number of productive banks, 
with water varying in depth from 
thirty to sixty fathoms. here is a 
bank in the eastern part of Behring 


square miles, on which fifty fathoms is 
the deepest water that has been found, 
and on every portion of which codfish 
are abundant. In 1879 the schooner 
Alfred Adams made three round trips 
from San Francisco in forty-three, 
forty-five and forty days, bringing on 
each occasion 50.000 pounds of fish. 
Bait is abundant and easily obtainable 
near the Shumagins. 

The resources in salmon are inex- 
haustible. Every stream from the great 
Yukon, emptying into the southern 
part of Norton Sound and navigable for 
1800 miles from its mouth, to little 
brooks flowing from melting glaciers 
and snow-banks is in its season crowded 
with salmon ascending for purposes of 
reproduction, and during this season 
the adjacent bays and sea are alive 
with the salmon. 

The salmon of Alaska have not been 
scientifically classified, but there are at 
least five distinct varieties, making 
their appearance at different periods. 
Early in June a very fine salmon, the 
quinnat, called by the Russians chow- 
chou, begins torun; the kikou succeeds, 
and it is followed in July by the cres- 
sena rebia (red-flashed), and in Au- 
gust the Garbosha (humpbacked) be-

If the farmer’s wife or daughter 
want to earn their own pin money, 
there is no surer or quicker way of do- 
ing it on the farm than by keeping a 
flock on Tolouse geese. If they want 
something that is really comfortable, 
let them try a bed comfort” stuffed 
with feathers. They are not only 
pleasant to sleep under, but are just 
the thing’ in point of style. Sell off 
all the old feathers, and with the pro- 
ceeds buy geese, and before another 
winter you can have nice new beds and 
illows. Persuade the head of the 
ouse to give youone goose for eyery 
hog he keeps, and one ear of corn for 
the geese out of every hundred he feeds 
the hogs, and if the geese and goslings 
are well cared for and the feathers 
plucked and marketed carefully, you 
will have made at the end of the year 
as much clear profit as he has. 


Destroy Fallen Fruit. 

The Mobile (Ala.) Register advises 
that the young fruit that falls from the 
trees should be destroyed every day. 
If hogs run under the trees the fallen 
fruit will be taken care of by them, but 
if not, then every specimen should 

gathered and burned each morning. 
These fallen peaches have worms (cur- 
culio) in them—this is ‘what caused 


But little endeavor to develop the 
halibut fisheries of Alaska has been 
made, but it is an established fact that 
these fish are so very abundant and of 
such an excellent quality that in time 
they will rate high amorg the resources 
of the country.

Alaska has, 
indeed, a great future in her fisheries,

A HOUSE HAUNTED BY FIRE. 


Furniture and Other Articles Sud- 
denly Burst Into Flames. 

The house of Reginald C. Hoyt, in 
Woodstock, N. B., seems to be haunted 
by fire. A 2 from thut place 
says: From Friday noon until last 
evening forty fires broke out in various 
parts of the house, and bedding, fur- 
niture, window shades, clothing and 
various household articles were partly 
destroyed. By untiring vigilance only 
has the house been saved from destruc- 
tion. The family is badly frightened, 
and has already left the house to its 
fate, and neighbors are assisting Mr. 
Hoyt in watching the place. ese 
fires can traced to no human 
agency. With no lamps lighted or 
stoves in use various articles would 
burst into flames. Now it would be a 
curtain, high up out of reach; then a 
bed quilt in another room would begin 
to smoke and smoulder, and, as though 
to further nonpluss the theorist, the 
jute stuffing of a carpet-covered lounge 
would be all afire. Once a basket of 
clothes in the shed suddeuly burst into 
flames, and the basket itself was partly 
consumed. A child’s dress, hanging on 
a hook, a feather bed, a straw mat- 
tress—no two articles in the same room 
—were at another time ignited, and 
would have been consumed but for 
water copiously poured on them. 
Scores of persons have visited the 
house, but none have been able to ex- 
plain the mystery. Mr. James Walls, 
editor of the Carleton Sentinel. the 
leading newspaper in the town, went 
to the house to investigate, and while 
he was standing in the parlor talking 
with Mrs. Hoyt, he was astonished to 
see a white cotton window curtain 
burst into flames at a point 
near the ceiling, and when 
no one else was present. He rushed to 
the spot, climbed a chair, and, with 
his hands, which were somewhat 
burned, extinguished the fire, only to 
see it break out anew at a point far re- 
moved from the original blaze. He 
came away puzzled and completely non- 
plussed.”’
